Southampton,  to  tint.— AT  the  General  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace  of  Our 
Sovereign  Lady  the  Queen,  holden  at  the  Castle  of  Winchester, 
in  and  for  the  said  County  of  Southampton,  on  Monday,  in 
the  first  Week  after  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  December,  1864,  to  wit, 
the  second  day  of  January,  in  the  twenty- eighth  year  of  the 
Reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lady  Victoria,  by  the  Grace  of  God  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  Queen,  Defender  of

the  Faith,  and  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  Eight 
Hundred  and  Sixty-five,  before  The  Bight  Honorable  Charles 
Viscount  Eversley,  Chairman,  Sir  John  Simeon,  Baronet, 
Melville  Portal,  Esquire,  and  others  their  Fellows, 
Justices  of  our  Lady  the  Queen,  assigned  to  keep  the  Peace 
of  our  said  Lady  the  Queen,  in  the  County  aforesaid :  and  also 
to  hear  and  determine  divers  Felonies,  Trespasses,  and  other 
Misdeeds,  committed  in  the  same  County : — 


OBDERED,  That  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors 
of  the  County  Lunatic  Asylum,  presented  at  this  Court, 
be  printed,  as  soon  as  the  Receipt  and  Expenditure 
Accounts  are  duly  received,  and  that  Copies  be  trans¬ 
mitted  to  the  several  acting  Justices,  and  to  the  Boards 
of  Guardians  of  the  several  Unions  within  the  County. 


BY  THE  COURT. 


REPORT. 


THE  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  County  Asylum  beg, 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Pauper  Lunatic 
Act,  to  submit  for  the  information  of  the  Magistrates  of  the 
County  their  annual  Report  of  the  state  and  condition  of  the 
Establishment  under  their  charge  and  management. 


At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Visitors  on  the  24th  of  p^etrs.of 
December,  the  number  of  Patients  in  the  Asylum  amounted 

I  to  577:  namely,  273  Males  and  304  Females,  being  an 
increase  of  28,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Of  these  Patients  382  are  chargeable  to  Unions  in  the 
County,  7  to  the  County  Rate,  176  to  Boroughs  within  the 
v  County,  9  to  Parishes  and  Boroughs  not  in  the  County,  and 
i  3  are  private  Patients. 


The  admissions  during  the  year  have  been  163,  and  the  ^LThs'and 
i  discharges  48;  but  your  Committee  regret  to  inform  the  Dlscharges' 
1  Court  that  the  deaths  have  been  more  numerous  than  in  any 
;  previous  year,  amounting  to  87,  or  about  15  per  cent,  on  the 
sj  daily  average. 
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High  rate 
of  Mortality. 


Alterations 
and  additions. 


Your  Committee  are  unable  to  offer  any  decided  opinion 
as  to  the  immediate  causes  of  this  high  rate  of  mortality, 
but  undoubtedly  a  considerable  number  of  Patients  have 
been  admitted  in  a  very  feeble  condition,  and  it  is  reported  by 
the  Superintendent  that  of  the  163  Patients  received  during 
the  year,  no  fewer  than  73  were  in  a  bad  state  of  health, 
irrespective  of  mental  disease.  The  Visitors  are  inclined  to 
believe  that  the  operation  of  the  21th  and  25th  Viet.  c.  55, 
(to  which  reference  was  made  in  a  former  Report),  by  which 
the  cost  of  maintenance  of  Pauper  Lunatics  is  now  charged  on 
the  common  fund,  has  in  a  degree  tended  to  produce  the  high 
per  centage  of  mortality,  as  many  feeble  Patients  are  now  sent 
to  the  Asylum  who,  before  the  passing  of  the  Act,  were 
either  in  Workhouses  or  in  the  custody  of  their  friends. 

Although  during  the  past  year  the  Asylum  has  occasionally 
been  much  crowded,  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  call 
upon  the  Portsmouth  Authorities  to  diminish  the  number  of 
Patients  belonging  to  that  Borough,  and  which,  as  stated  in 
the  last  Report,  had  been  fixed  at  a  maximum  of  80 
Pauper  Lunatics. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  state,  for  the  information  of  the 
Court,  that  the  important  and  necessary  alterations  to  the 
Domestic  Offices  and  Store  Rooms,  which  were  sanctioned 
at  the  Easter  Sessions,  have  been  completed  at  a  cost  of 
£1157  : 15  : 1.  These  additions  were  found  to  be  abso¬ 
lutely  necessary  for  the  proper  management  of  the  Esta¬ 
blishment,  as  the  old  Offices  were  altogether  insufficient  for 
the  increased  number  of  Patients. 

During  the  year  your  Committee  have  been  obliged  to 
paint  the  external  iron  and  wood-work  of  the  Asylum  at  a

cost  of  nearly  £200 ;  but  the  whole  of  this  outlay,  as  well 
as  the  cost  of  the  new  buildings,  has  been  paid  out  of  the 
balances  in  the  hands  of  the  Asylum  Treasurer. 


Owing  to  the  heavy  expense  of  the  new  buildings  and  of 
the  necessary  repairs,  your  Committee  have  been  unable, 
during  the  present  year,  to  make  any  payments  to  the 
County  Treasurer ;  but  it  will  be  in  the  recollection  of  the 
Court  that,  at  the  close  of  last  year,  the  sum  of  £1000  was 
remitted  to  that  Officer,  to  be  applied  towards  the  liquidation 
of  the  County  debt. 


In  their  last  Report  your  Committee  stated,  that  the  Resignation 

of  Matron. 

Matron  of  the  Asylum  was  about  to  resign  her  office,  and  it 
has  since  been  determined  not  to  fill  up  the  situation,  but  to 
appoint,  as  Housekeeper,  a  female  Attendant,  in  whom  the 
Visitors  and  the  Superintendent  have  much  confidence,  and 
by  this  arrangement  a  slight  diminution  of  expense  has 
S  been  obtained. 


During1  the  summer,  to  the  great  regret  of  the  Visitors,  illness  of 

&  °  5  Superintendent 

S  the  health  of  their  indefatigable  Superintendent,  Dr.  Manley, 

|  gave  way  under  the  heavy  additional  duties  imposed  upon 
n  him  from  the  severe  sickness  of  Patients,  and  from  other 
[[  special  causes,  and  it  was  determined  to  grant  to  Dr.  Manley 
i ,  a  lengthened  leave  of  absence.  Your  Committee  are  thankful 

I  to  report,  that  this  active  and  intelligent  Officer  has  been 
restored  to  perfect  health,  and  has  again  resumed  the  duties 
of  his  office  with  his  wonted  energy. 

Your  Committee  are  glad  to  have  this  opportunity  of 
(i  expressing  their  approval  of  the  conduct  of  their  Junior 
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Criminal 

Lunatics.

Receipts  and 
Payments. 


Medical  Officer,  Mr.  Francis  Hammond,  who,  for  a  period  of 
nearly  three  months,  had  the  entire  charge  of  the  Asylum 
during  the  absence  of  the  Superintendent. 

During  the  year,  three  Criminal  Lunatics  have  been 
removed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  Government 
Establishment  at  Broadmoor ;  but  a  large  number  of  these 
most  objectionable  Patients  still  remain  in  the  County 
Asylum ;  and  although  watched  with  all  possible  care  and 
vigilence  to  prevent  escape,  yet  the  retention  of  such 
dangerous  Lunatics  is  a  source  of  constant  anxiety  to  those 
Officers  in  whose  charge  they  are  placed. 

Although  not  strictly  within  their  province,  yet  your 
Committee  desire  to  take  this  opportunity  of  informing  the 
Court,  that  they  have  received  a  communication  from  the 
Visitors  of  the  Dorchester  County  Asylums,  stating  that  they 
are  prepared  to  receive  into  those  Asylums  from  the  counties 
of  Hants,  Berks,  and  Oxfordshire,  Lunatics  immediately  above 
the  pauper  class  at  a  charge  of  15  shillings  per  week,  and 
to  have  the  same  accommodation  in  all  respects  as  the 
Pauper  Lunatics :  and  they  invite  the  formation  of  a  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Magistrates  in  each  of  the  above-named  Counties, 
to  assist  in  carrying  out  this  desirable  object.  Your 
Committee  have  in  reply  stated  their  willingness  to  promote 
the  benevolent  intentions  of  the  Dorset  Visitors  by  under¬ 
taking  to  make  enquiry  into  the  condition  and  circumstances 
of  those  Patients  whose  friends  are  desirous  of  availing 
themselves  of  the  advantages  of  thef  above-named  proposal. 

As  far  as  can  now  be  ascertained,  the  receipts  during  the 
past  year  have  amounted  (exclusive  of  balances)  to  about 
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£13,737,  and  the  expenditure  to  about  £14,293,  in  which 
amount  is  included  the  cost  of  the  new  buildings. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  state,  that  the  usual  Tables,  as 
well  as  the  Financial  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditure, 
will  be  ready  for  presentation  at  the  next  Adjourned 
Sessions.  * 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  have  much  satisfaction  in 
reporting  that  the  various  Attendants  and  Servants  have, 
with  few  exceptions,  discharged  their  responsible  duties 
with  diligence  and  fidelity.

My  Lord  and  Gentlemen, 

As  in  each  preceding  year  that  I  have  been  attached  to 
the  Asylum,  as  its  Chaplain,  it  appears  again  incumbent 
upon  me,  at  the  close  of  the  present,  to  offer  a  few  remarks  ; 
but  having  in  my  last  Report  entered  so  fully  into  all 
matters  connected  with  my  office,  and  having  mentioned 
my  particular  duties,  their  nature,  and  their  results,  it  may 
be  considered  sufficient  if,  on  the  present  occasion,  I  go  little 
beyond  the  simple  statement,  that  those  duties  have  been 
duly  performed  by  me  during  the  year  now  closing,  with 
the  same  encouraging  indications  of  usefulness  as  heretofore. 

The  facilities  granted  for  the  religious  instruction  and 
spiritual  consolation  of  the  afflicted,  have  been  by  them 
generally  thankfully  recognized  and  appreciated,  while  those 
especially  who  have  been  restored  to  their  friends,  have  left 
the  place  of  their  temporary  seclusion,  grateful  alike  for  their 
spiritual  advantages,  and  the  kindness  shewn  them  in  their 
hour  of  affliction. 

With  reference  to  the  Sunday  services  in  the  Chapel,  I 
pointed  out  on  a  former  occasion  that  we  aim  at  causing 


attendance  thereon  to  be  regarded  more  as  a  privilege  than 
a  routine  duty;  one  unequivocal  good  result  of  this  has 
been,  that  Patients  really  valuing  the  opportunity  of  religious 
worship  with  all  its  quiet  and  soothing  influences,  do 
themselves  strive  to  exercise  that  self-control  which  insures 
permission  to  attend,  as  also  that  becoming  demeanour  and 
reverential  attention  which  characterize  our  services  ;  and  it 
is  with  pleasure  I  notice  the  anxiety  to  rejoin  the  Congrega¬ 
tion  displayed  by  some  who,  on  account  of  an  unfavorable 
turn  in  their  malady,  or  for  other  cogent  reasons,  have  been 
debarred  the  valued  advantage. 

I  would  here  proffer  my  thanks  to  the  Committee  for 
their  liberal  grant  of  Hymn  Books  for  the  use  of  the  Patients, 
of  whom  many,  both  male  and  female,  are  found  capable  of 
singing,  with  pleasing  effect,  nor  unaccompanied  we  would 
fain  hope  with  spiritual  profit  to  themselves,  a  judicious 
selection  of  the  more  simple  and  beautiful  hymns,  whereby 
in  the  Service  prayer  and  praise  are  becomingly  blended, 
and  every  thing  like  wearisome  monotony  done  away ;  the 
general  interest  too  taken  in  the  preliminary  practice  must 
I  be  regarded  as  an  index  of  its  beneficial  effect;  and  all  seem 
fully  sensible  of  the  unremitting  attention  most  kindly  shewn 
in  imparting  to  them  the  necessary  instruction. 

Those,  who  after  being  visited  by  me  have  attended  the 
administration  of  the  Lord’s  Supper  on  each  of  the  four 
occasions  during  the  year,  have  done  so  in  a  seemingly 
devotional  spirit  and  with  a  just  appreciation  of  the 
Ordinance. 

Since  the  date  of  my  last  Report  there  have  been  sixty- 
tc  one  Patients,  and  one  Male  attendant  interred  in  the  Cemetery. 
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It  would  ill  become  me  to  close  without  acknowledging 
with  humility  and  thankfulness  the  many  instances  where  a 
blessing  has  attended  my  unworthy  ministrations ;  my 
earnest  prayer  will  ever  be,  that  I  may  be  yet  further 
instrumental  in  forwarding  the  moral  and  spiritual  welfare 
of  all  connected  with  the  Institution.

HANTS  COUNTY  ASYLUM. 


24 th  December ,  1864. 


My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

In  selecting*  matter  for  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
just  ended,  I  have  endeavoured  to  omit  such  subjects  as 
appeared  to  me  more  adapted  for  your  Chairman’s  Report 
to  the  Magistrates,  assembled  in  Quarter  Sessions,  and  to 
confine  my  remarks  as  much  as  possible  to  that  portion  of 
the  History  of  the  Asylum  which  has  specially  come  under 
my  cognizance  as  the  Medical  Superintendent. 

Your  inspections  of  the  inmates  at  your  various  periodical 
visits  to  the  Wards  during  the  past  twelve  months  must,  I 
am  sure,  have  left  on  your  minds  an  impression,  that  the 
health  of  the  Patients  has  been  considerably  below  par,  and 
[;  that  the  number  of  those  confined  to  their  beds  by  bodily 
!  illness,  has  been  in  excess  of  that  which  you  have  observed 
in  former  years.  My  written  Reports  too,  and  those  of 
Mr.  Hammond,  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  will  have 
probably  prepared  you  to  anticipate  a  heavier  mortality  than 
H  usual,  and  you  can  scarcely  have  failed  to  remark,  that  the 
n  number  of  Patients  recommended  for  discharge  has  been 
smaller  than  ordinary ;  whilst  the  number  of  those  re- 
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admitted  has  been  great.  Again,  notwithstanding  the 
discharge,  in  December,  18G8,  of  29  Patients  chargeable  to 
the  Borough  of  Portsmouth,  we  now  number  as  many 
Inmates  as  we  did  prior  to  their  removal. 

I  purpose  then  to  consider  the  circumstances  which  have 
caused  these  results,  and  to  offer  such  explanations  as  I 
think  will  account  for  them. 

Firstly  then,  as  to  the  small  number  of  Recoveries  and 
large  number  of  Deaths : — 

Those  of  you  who  have  longest  been  Members  of  this 
Committee  must  have  noticed  the  fact,  that  you  have  seen 
many  of  the  same  Inmates,  year  after  year,  employed 
probably  in  the  same  occupations — they  have  become 
familiar  to  you,  and  you  miss  them  when  you  find  their 
places  occupied  by  others — unless  they  were  in  advanced 
life  when  you  first  saw  them,  there  have  not  been  many 
changes  amongst  them.  The  Recoveries  do  not  come  from 
this  class,  and  the  duration  of  life  in  those  who  have  become 
Chronic  Lunatics,  in  whom  there  is  little  wear  and  tear  of 
body  and  mind,  is  by  no  means  short. 

When  an  unusually  large  Mortality  occurs  in  an  Asylum, 
we  must,  in  the  absence  of  an  epidemic,  look  for  it  amongst 
the  aged  and  amongst  those  who  have  been  recently  admitted. 
Thus  it  happens,  that  the  Recoveries  and  Deaths  bear  a 
direct  ratio  to  the  state  of  health  of  Patients  on  admission 
into  the  Asylum.  When  the  Mortality  is  high,  the  Recoveries 
are  few ;  when  the  Mortality  is  low,  the  Recoveries  are 


more  numerous. 
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It  is  allowed  by  all  conversant  with  the  treatment  of  the 
Insane,  that  persons  afflicted  with  Idiocy,  Epilepsy,  General 
Paralysis,  or  Senile  Dementia,  commonly  known  as  Fatuity, 
present  no  prospect  whatever  of  recovery,  aud  that  any 
cases  of  Insanity  which  have  existed  for  a  period  of  12 
months,  are  almost  hopelessly  incurable.  Those  forms  of 
Mental  disease  then,  which  are  regarded  as  most  amenable 
to  treatment,  are  Mania  and  Melancholy  in  their  acute  forms. 
If  therefore  the  numbers  included  in  the  first  category  are 
large,  and  those  in  the  second  arc  small,  the  number  of 
Recoveries  must  also  be  small. 


Let  us  apply  this  reasoning  to  the  statistics  of  the  past 
year. 

As  to  Recoveries  : — 

There  have  been  admitted,  163  Patients,

Next,  as  to  the  Deaths : — 

The  state  of  health  of  Patients  on  admission  has  even 
more  influence  on  the  number  of  Deaths,  than  is  has  with 
the  proportion  of  Recoveries  that  occur  in  the  year. 
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Now,  although  the  divisions  into  good,  bad,  and  indifferent 
health  are  marked  only  by  an  arbitrary  line,  still,  we  have 
little  difficulty  in  recognising  that  health  which  is  really  bad, 
and  there  can  be  no  doubt,  that  at  least  71  of  the  Patients 
who  have  been  brought  here  for  treatment  since  last 
Christmas,  have  been  very  ill,  and  low  in  their  bodily 
condition.  Of  these,  22  have  already  died,  whilst  several 
others  linger  on,  almost  in  a  state  of  vegetation,  being  kept 
alive  only  by  the  administration  of  a  large  amount  of  diffusible 
stimulants ;  but  we  must  analyse  the  obituary  table  appended, 
to  estimate  how  this  cause  operates  in  its  full  effect. 

General  Paralysis,  General  Palsy,  or  as  it  has  been  more 
recently  termed  Paresifying  Mental  disease,  is  a  malady 
which  attacks  men,  less  frequently  women  in  the  prime  of 
life,  and  though  much  as  been  done  to  arrest  the  progress 
of  the  disease,  and  to  prolong  life,  still  its  course  is  very 
definite,  and  if  it  is  now  slower  than  formerly,  it  is  no  less 
sure.  Without  entering  into  the  details  of  this  form  of 
Insanity,  I  will  state  that  the  average  age  at  death  of  79 
Males  who  died  in  this  Asylum  prior  to  the  present  year, 
was  between  42  and  43  years,  and  their  average  residence 
in  the  Asylum  was  about  13  months ;  whilst  26  Women 
who  died,  averaged  an  age  of  between  43  and  44  years, 
and  a  residence  in  the  Asylum  of  16  months.  The  average 
Mortality  from  this  Malady  was  9  in  the  year,  leaving  6 
Deaths  to  be  distributed  over  11  years ;  but  this  year,  the 
Deaths  from  the  same  cause  have  been  21.  The  average 
age  of  the  Patients  at  Death  irrespective  of  sex  has  been  42 
years,  and  the  average  duration  of  their  residence  in  the 
Asylum  has  scarcely  exceeded  12  months  ;  but  then  it  must 
be  explained,  that  8  of  these  Patients  were  in  a  dying  state 
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on  admission,  and  averaged  a  residence  in  the  Asylum  of 
less  than  48  days. 

General  Decay  of  the  powers  of  life  was  next  to  General 
Paralysis  the  cause  of  more  Deaths  than  any  single  bodily 
disorder.  Without  any  appreciable  illness,  except  a  gradual 
sinking,  18  Patients  glided  as' it  were  out  of  life;  they  had 
averaged  a  residence  in  the  Asylum  of  983  days  each,  but 
one  old  man  aged  89  was  in  the  Asylum  only  13  days ; 
16  Patients  averaged  the  age  of  75  years,  the  2  others  being- 
aged  respectively  40  and  50  years. 

Pulmonary  Consumption  was  fatal  in  14  cases,  but  all 
the  Patients  who  died  of  it  had  been  long  resident  in  the 
Asylum,  and  6  of  them  were  Epileptic. 

We  now  approach  those  diseases  to  which  the  insane  are 
peculiarly  predisposed : — Apoplexy,  Epilepsy,  Diseases  of 
the  Brain,  and  Maniacal  exhaustion,  were  the  cause  of  death 
in  13  instances. 

I  Fourteen  Deaths  arose  from  various  causes  which  are 
specified  in  the  obituary  table,  but  two  of  them  are  deserving 
of  some  notice.  The  first,  No.  1792,  was  that  of  a  Patient 
who,  admitted  one  day  with  Delirium  Tremens,  died  the 
next;  the  other,  1773,  was  that  of  a  Female  Patient, 
I  suffering  with  Abdominal  Tumor.  The  poor  woman  had 
been  very  excited,  but  having  become  tranqnil,  she,  after 
i  taking  some  food,  lay  back  in  her  bed  to  try  to  sleep,  when 
the  heavy  mass  pressing  on  the  large  vessels,  and  interfering 
at  the  same  time  with  the  functions  of  respiration  and 
[  circulation,  caused  her  death. 
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It  remains  for  me  now  to  touch  but  on  one  other  group 
of  disease,  which,  in  the  past  12  months  has  proved  fatal,  in 
six  instances :  it  is  generally  connected  with  Insanity  in  one 
of  its  acute  forms,  chiefly  with  Melancholy,  and  consists  of 
great  disorder  throughout  the  mucous  membranes,  accom¬ 
panied  with  considerable  congestion  of  the  brain.  All  such 
Patients  are  the  subjects  more  or  less  of  delusions,  and  all 
have  a  greater  or  less  repugnance  to  take  nourishment. 
It  is  very  often  fatal — the  Patients  dying  of  Gastritis  and 
Typhoid  Fever.  Many  never  leave  their  beds  from  the 
time  they  first  came  under  treatment.  One  Patient  lived 
212  days,  but  the  other  5  averaged  a  residence  here  of  only 
33  days. 

Inquests  have  been  held  during  the  past  year  on  the 
bodies  of  two  General  Paralytics,  who  accidentally  choked 
themselves  whilst  at  meals,  and  the  third  on  the  body  of 
the  Patient  who,  as  already  mentioned,  died  of  Delirium 
Tremens. 

With  respect  to  re-admissions,  I  recorded  in  a  former 
report,  that  it  had  been  estimated  that  one  in  every  two 
Patients  discharged,  recovered,  suffered  at  some  time  or 
other  from  a  second  attack  of  Insanity.  Although  this  high 
per  centage  of  Relapses  has  not  as  yet  been  noticeable 
amongst  our  statistics,  we  cannot  but  anticipate  that  as 
years  pass  on,  the  number  of  Patients  brought  back  for 
treatment  will  gradually  increase. 

There  has  not  been  occasion  during  the  past  year  to 
discharge  off  the  books  any  Patient,  on  account  of  a  successful 
escape  from  the  Asylum. 
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Can  we  explain  how  it  has  occurred  that  our  numbers 
have  increased  so  materially  during  the  last  12  months  ? 
To  this  I  reply  that,  whereas  during  1863,  only  142  Patients 
were  admitted,  during  the  last  year  163  were  entered  on 
the  Asylum  Books.  Was  the  description  of  any  incurable 
class  of  Patients  more  numerous  than  in  the  year  1863? 
In  addition  to  my  previous  observations  on  the  subject  of 
General  Paralytics,  I  may  add,  that  the  number  of  Idiots 
brought  under  care  this  year,  is  four  times  as  numerous  as 
in  the  former  year,  the  number  of  such  admissions  in  1864 
being  as  high  as  12. 

The  tables  appended  to  this  Pep  or  t  are  similar  in  character 
to  those  compiled  in  former  years,  and  they  so  fully  explain 
themselves,  that  I  need  scarcely  offer  any  further  observation 
respecting  them,  except  to  state  that,  of  those  described 
in  the  occupation  table  as  Blacksmiths,  Coach-builders, 
Glaziers,  Carpenters,  not  one  was  capable  of  performing  the 
slightest  work ;  and  that  of  the  four  Painters,  only  one  was 
able  to  follow  his  trade,  and  he  has  already  recovered  and 
been  discharged,  so  that  we  still  have  a  great  deficiency  of 
useful  artizans  amongst  our  Patients. 

And  now,  My  Lords  and  Gentlemen,  I  beg  you  will  allow 
me  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  great  kindness  I  received 
at  your  hands  during  my  late  severe  illness,  and  to  thank 
you  for  the  consideration  you  showed  me,  in  offering  that 
£  prolonged  leave  of  absence,  which  tended  so  materially  to 
I  restore  me  to  perfect  health;  and  I  would  also  here 
)  record  my  appreciation  of  the  willing  manner  in  which 
"Mr.  Hammond,  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  undertook 

(those  arduous  duties  which  devolved  on  him  during  a 
period  of  three  months ;  and  of  the  ability  and  zeal  he 
[sdisplayed  whilst  acting  for  me  as  Superintendent,  so  that 
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on  my  return  home.,  I  found  the  Establishment  in  a  most 
satisfactory  state. 

Nor  must  I  omit  to  mention  how  all  the  other  Officers  of 
the  Institution  have  displayed  a  great  efficiency  in  their 
various  departments,  and  how  readily  they  have  co-operated 
with  me  in  carrying  out  my  wishes.  The  recent  Report  of 
the  Commissioners  on  Lunacy  will  have  shown  you  how 
favourably  they  have  regarded  the  character  of  our 
Attendants  and  Nurses,  and  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to 
add,  that  they  have  not  only,  as  a  rule,  performed  their  duties 
in  a  satisfactory  manner,  but  have  also  shown  a  great  amount 
of  good  feeling  by  their  acquiescence,  without  a  murmur, 
in  an  order  which,  in  consequence  of  the  recent  Epidemic 
of  Small-pox  in  the  Neighbourhood,  I  was  obliged  to  give, 
thereby  depriving  them  of  their  ordinary  leave  of  absence, 
and  confining  them  within  the  limits  of  the  Asylum  grounds. 

I  wish  I  could  report  that  some  were  here  now  who 
served  the  Asylum  12  months  ago,  but  two  are  dead : — 
William  Slade,  who  had  been  with  us  upwards  of  7  years, 
and  who,  with  his  wife,  had  charge  of  the  Male  Infirmary 
Ward,  died  in  June  last;  and  Charlotte  Kew,  our  Cook, 
was  carried  off  by  a  rapid  Consumption — a  mode  of  death 
to  which  the  members  of  her  family  are,  I  learn,  peculiarly 
subject.  To  their  integrity  and  to  the  zeal  which  they 
manifested  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  here,  I  bear  a 
willing  testimony.
